The secrwtary tbea notes that the 
United States has emerged from Its 
condition of helplessness at sea in this 
respect, and by the employment of its 
own resources has distanced its more 
experienced comi)ctitorB, thus making;

only of this country, hnt i<( the world. 

Pro|{rt!»ii of slii|i ItuUdlog. 

Mr. Tracy next HpoikH of the progress 
of recent constmctiou an<l reports the 
different stages of completion the vari- 
ous vesselK now building have readied. 
The delays of several ilayn more liave 
caused the dates of final conqiletion of 
the armored vessels under coimtnu tion 
to be somewhat later than wiia at first 
contemplated, but there hiin been some 
compensation for this delay ih the 
foperior qualitv of the armor iliat has 
recently been developed., 

In ( onnection witn -tlia devel<mment 
M nickel Hteel for annor, the depart- 
l^t hiiB niidertaken a series of experi- 
ttlnts in the ni)])lioation<^f this material 
to oi^er puri>o8e8 of conHtrnction, which 
pre lise no less important result.s tlmri 
those alreadv attained. If the e.\j)ecta- 
tioqs n&w formed are reabztjd, it will 
not be long before olbkel steel will be 
astsnitvely used, both iA shipH' frsunes 
and in marine enginea, with a marked 
improven^ent both in the Htrengtli of 
the parts and in reductions of weight; 
,whife its noncorrodable qualities, al- 
ready partly demonstrated, point to the 
probability that it may ultuuately pre- 
sent a solution for the harassing prob 
lem of preserving the snblnerged plat- 
ing of ships. 

{"he Fifty-second congress at its first 
sesnon. by act approved July 10, 1802, 
anrobnsed the constnictib^ of ifiAe ar- 
uonid cTtiii>er and on# sea-goi^i mw'i 
sUp. Designs far these Vesnu bAVe

The necensity for tli<-8i 
vessels, reconunended last year, will nn- 
doubtedly ariHe an<l become urgent be- 
fore the vessels <-an l)e built, and it is 
the firm belief of the department that 
no time should be lost in undertaking 



Tnrpedo Boat*. 

Mr. Tracy also renews the recom- 
mendation previously made for the 
building of torpedo ho:its. A supply of 
American torpedoes is now at hand and 
the United States can not afford to be 
any lonoer destitute of the boats spe- 
cially acUipted for their use. Atl^t 
thirfy such boatii should be constructed 

In the near future. It is to be bopea 
that in their constraction, as in 
that of the torpedo boat No. 2, rfow 
buildin)^ at r>ubn(iue, la., the v- sources 
of the interior will be drawn upon to a 
conaidarable extent. 

More V«»»<>lii Needed. 

Although the government and people 
of the United State's have reason to tron- 
gratulate themselves upon the marvel- 
ous progress which the m^hanical skill 
of Ajnericans has enabled them to make 
in the reconstrnctioTi of their navy, it 
must not be supposed that the work has 
been completed. While our pr^iirress, 
from the fact that it procee<led from n 
small, beginning almost, it might b« 
said, from nothing — bus been startliugly 
rapid and succe.ssfijl; other nations 
building upon well establishod founda- 
tions have not been idle, and the United 
States is by no means yet in a condition 
of adtHiuate defense. 

In the meantime, the aggressive poHcv 
of foreign nations, evidences of which 
have been pointed out in my previous 
reports, has continued', and this coun- 
try, whether it will or not, will soon bo 
forced into a position where it can not 
disregard measures Which form a stand- 
ing menace to its prosperity and securi- 
ty. On the isthmus our commerce is 
eaigaged in a desperate fight to main- 
tam its foothold. In the South Pacific 
repeated annexations and protectorates 
are extendi.ig the power and influence 
of the maritime states of the old world. 
Subsidised lines of fast steamers are 
completing the circle of maritime com- 
munication on the eastern and western 
ooaats of the Dominion of Canada, and 
fortresses daily increasing in strength 
are surrounding our coast upon the 
south and east. 

Under these circumstances it is im- 
perative to the welfare of this counti^ 
that the naval reconstruction so succesp- 
fully osnied on in the past should suffer 
no intermption in the future; that ih" 
vast mttttDsr of skilled artisons who 
hate iMMtf trained in its workshops, and 
in those of mrivate manufacturers con- 
cerned in in operations, should not be 
thrown out of employment; tliat the 
work, whose chief mfflculties have now 
been overcome, iihould not be suffered to 
languish when every day shows an im- 
provement both in economy and in dis- 
patch; and thalt With' only two vessels 
reoBUdning on tiie stocks; as win shortly 
be the dHW, some further additions 
should be made by congress at the pres- 
ent session. 

The Great Navnl Ilevlpw. 
Speaking of the naval r. \ iew, Nfr. 
Tracy says: "The naval aiJiiroiirlatlMU 
act of Julv 10, Ih'Ji, autiii-rizeil the ti iu- 
por'ary enlistment and use for the re- 
view of seamen in additimi to the reiju- 
lar nuniher nf enlisted mt ii and the con- 
struction in S|i.iin of re)irrKlu('tions of 
two of the caravels of ( ulumbus. In 
pursuance of these a<'ts tlie deiiarfment 
for some time jvi.st ha.s been en,i;a;<ed in 

S reparations tor tlie review, and t]v 
ate of April IMi;!, lias been fixed 
for the rendezvous at }Iampton Koads. 
Invitations to take part liave been sent 
to all the ni:ii itiiiie nations. 

"The num'oev of resjiiinses thus far 
received indicates that the review Will 
he far the most imjiortant a-ss^uiblaRe 
of naval vessels that Iiiis evt>r taken 
place iu the waters of America. All 
available shijjs will be cnncei:trate<l for 
the review, and strenuous efforts aro 
bein^' made to hasten the completion 
and commission of new vessebi to take 
part in tise celebration, and it is be- 
lit'ved that as many as tifleen of tln se 
ves.sels will be included iu the contin- 
gent of th" United Stfltes. The two 
caravels have been ntwirly completed 
and will l)e present at the review. A 
third caravel, a duplicate of tlie lar'j;est 
vessel of Columbus, the Santa Maria, 
has been constructed by the Spanisli 
government, which contemplates send- 
ing her over to join her consorts in the 
celebration. The necessity of further 
provision for the expenses of the naval 
review will be the subject of an early 
communloatioo to congress,

"Hie circumstances of the attack at 

Valparaiso upon the seamen of the Bal- 
timore w»'re desoribed in the last an- 
nual report, and the statements thm 
made were confirnied by the examina- 
tion in the following January at Mare 
Island, conducted by the judge advo- 
cate general before the Uinted States 
commissioner. The Cliilian govern- 
ment, in fulfillment of a voluntary offer 
of indemnity for the injuries to tlie sail- 
ors of tUe Baltimore has rran mil ted to 
the United States a draft for .^;.".,(Mi() to 
bedovoted tc» this purjiose. As soon as tiie 
procee<ls of tliis draft sliall be r.'ceive 1 
a board will be appointed to ascertiiiii 
the projiortion of the relief to which 
each of the suirerers is entitietl.

"In the annual report ot last year the 
depanne nt piesenled certain important 
coiisi'lerations with reference to the re- 
^xjt t of the Phytliian board uiion tlu suo- 
ject of promotion in th ■ line of the 
navy. It is not necessary to reiterate 
here the views then expressed with ref- 
erence to the condition of the naval per- 
sonnel. The problem of reorganiztition 
is yearly becoming more pressing and 
delay in action renders it more dirticnlt 
of solution. It is clearly impossible to 
deal adecjuately with the subject in its 
reference to only one branch of the ser- 
vice and I therefore x«commend that it 
be referred to a congressional commis' 
sion with power to deal with the qne^^■ 
tion as a whole, and that the various 
measm'es proposed for rec^rganizntion of 
the report or any part < f it be crai.sid 
ered by the commission. 

"In addition to the above, I would 
urge the passage of legislation at thi 
sest'ion, as an act of justice to the whole 
service, which shall give to the navy 
the benefit of the laws Umg applied to 
the army, by which an offloer nuty re 
tire after thirty years service on his 
own Bpjdication in the discretion of the 
president, and shall be allowed com 
mutation for quarters wh«re no quarters 
are provided." 

Naval MtUtla. 

Mr. Tracy then speaks of the nav;d 
miluia and says it is composed (pf 1,704 
men and otiicers, di.'tribut>'d through 
the st;;tes of Rhode Island. Mar\ 'iand, 
SoiHli ( arohna, Noiiii Carolina, Mas'-a- 
chusetts. California ami New York. 
Since the riceiptdf theollicial rrtuni 
for the i iureiit viai' a b;Mtalion has 
been i>rgani/.i (l in I'l iinsylvania iin I 
has be»'n accepted liy the state aiUhori- 
ties under the provisions of the sjate 
statute i)rnviding therefor. The de- 
partiaeiit is also adviseil that steps have 
been taken toward the formation of a 
naval militia at other points, notably at 

Chicago. 

The creation <if llie naval militia is 
one of the most important steps in our 
rec-nt navjd progress. In |s.*^',t, although 
our small r.'"ular my < oiitained [ms- 
sihilitie.'j of uidi tiiiite e.\|ian.--ion, owing 
to the militia behind it, ti.e number of 
trained men that t'ould be called upon 
for ser\'ice in the navy was absolutely 
restricted to the active force of little 
over 8.(KX) men. Tn the short space of 
three years a body of iften has been or- 
ganized, trained and discijilined whose 
number is already ecpial toone-fourih 
of th(> regular servici* and is rapidly 
growing, while its efticiency has eiirned 
tor it a high reputation in the localities 
where it exists. 

Katlmates fur the Fiseal Year. 

The estimates for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 80, 1804, for the naw and the 
marine corps, including those for public 
works and for increase of the navy, 
amount to ii;24,471,408.21, being $3,713,- 
141.50 less than those for the fiscal year 
ending June 80, 1803. 

The estimates for the running ex- 
penses of the navy and the marine 
corps for the flsoal year ending June ISO, 
1804, amount to |14,767,841.ai, being 
tl86,048.99 lesA than the Mtimates for 
the fiscal vear ending June 80, 1808. 

The estimates tot we increase of the 
navy amount to 10,7(18,957 for the fiscal 
year ending Juna 80, 1884, and are 
18,577,106 less than tboM fbr tka flical 
year soding June 80, 1888.

MeAlag*. 

Washinotom, Dec. 12.— It peems to he 
tacitly understocnl that the senate will 
nut tackle the anti-irption bill in earaest 
before the Christmas vacation. And as 
this is the unfinished business it neces- 
t-anly ioUows that no other measures of 
impi.rtaiKc will be taken up until after 
the holidays except such as come up in 
the morning hour or are taken under 
consideration by unanimous consent. 

There is an unfinished debate pending 
on Mr. Vest's motion to negotinte with 
the five civilised tribes for the surren- 
der of the Indian Territory. Mr. Piatt, 
of Connect it ut, and other members of 
the Indian committee have given notice 
of an intention to speak on the matter. 
There are a number of other Indian 
questions ji'-nding wluch are liable to 
bring r.bout a general debate on the 
whole Indian question. 

Members of the appropriations com- 
mittee in vi> w of the condition of the 
treasury, will oppose further legislation 
inv(dving appropriations of any kind 
for the cession of Indian lands at this 
time. It is a:-s( rted by members of that 
committee that, including the Choctaw 
and Chicka.saw appropriation of nearly 
j!;;t,()(H),(M)0 uuule by the Fifty-first con- 
gress and held up pending final action 
on the president's special message on 
this subject, and the proposed^atifica- 
tion of the agreement resting to the 
Cherokee strip and other rigreementH 
negotiated by the Cherokee commission 
for the surrender of Indian land, tlie 
liabilities in sight for Indian lands will 
involv(! an appropriation of nearly |10,- 
000,000 if all are acted on^ Consequent 
ly, there is a disposition to delay action 
on any of them for the present. 

The McGarrahan claim, to the New 
Iilria mining company's property, is the 
special order for Tuesday in the senate. 
A bill authorizing the court of claims to 
tiike cognizance of the case under con- 
dirions favorable to McGarrahan - was 
pasyed by the unanimous vote of the 
senate last sesai()n and four more than 
two-thirds Ol the hoaso, but vetoed by 
President Harrison because he believed 
the conditions of the bUl bore unjustly 
upon the United States. Mr. McGarra- 
han is confident the bill will be passed 
over the veto. If it is the genial and 
persistant cl 'mant will be about 
000,000 better off than at present. 

Senator Mitchell says he will press 
his joint resolution proposing an amend- 
ment to the constituion provitUng for 
the election of senators by a direct vote 
of the people. It is the second measure 
on the calendar under the rule for the 
considerittion of business unobjected 
to. It is hardly probable, despite its 
favorable position, that concdusive ac- 
tion will be taken ^t this session of con- 
gress. 

Appropriation bills will probably take 
up the time of the house this week. The 
military bill has been reported and may 
be called op Tuesday, while the fortm- 
cation bill will be ready for action by 
the hoTise Monday or a day or two there- 
after. Other billB niearly Qoninlete<l are 
the District of Columbia and tne urgent 
deficiency, while it is not at idl unlikely 
that the pension bill will be reported be- 
fore the end of the week. The military, 
the fortifications and the Distrlot'of Co- 
lumbia bills a|!« on the program for 
consideration and they may be disposed 
of before the beginning of next week. 

One Method of GcttioK Ultl- of raupem. 

"Nbw York, Dee,. 12 — Aii evening pa- 
per states that it has maile the astound- 
ing discovery that for months and even 
for years past the state charity authori- 
ties of MailsachTisetts have been sending 
their paupers, idiots and incurables to 
this city by wliolesale and dumping 
them in batches of a dozen or more at a 
time upon the city without any means 
of sustenance and api)arentiy in 
the expectation that they will event- 
ually drift into charitable iostitu- 
tions here. According to the informa- 
tion the system is one that has become 
re^larly establisheil, and this clearing 
out of the SliiKsachusetts poor houses is 
a matter of weekly occurrence. They 
are all sent to New York it would ap- 
pear, because in the great dty they are 
more easily "-ottered and thwe ooming 
here attra cts little attention.

UNCOHSTITUTIOHAL. 



Tkt Worli't Fair But so Deolared by 



The Court of Appeals lias ilocided the 
Word'8 Fair bill unconstilutiuaal. 

ThlM opiniona were rendered in the 
cam, one by Judge Pryor, dissenting, in 
which he holds that the bill could not be 
invalidated on account of its paisa^e, as 
there waa no antbority to go behind <he 
record and signature of the Speakers and 
Clerks of the General Assembly. 

The othcur opiDions are separate, and 
while dilllHliig hi detail agree on the main 
points at issue. The opinions are very 
Toluminoofl. TheAudi!or,iti8 held.acted 
properly in not paying over the appro- 
priation, as long at it was of qaeitkmed 
constitutionality. 

The passage of the bill is held to be 
defective, and that renders the b'll void. 
It ia held, however, that the appropria- 
tion was one which the Legislature had a 
right to make and that it waa not void on 
that account. 

It is understood that tlie Judges were 
unanimoos, with the exception of Judge 
Pryor, in tiie opinion that the bill had 
been improperly passed. 

Thia knocks oat the appropriation but 
leavea a hole by whieh it can be saved 
if the Legislature will pans tbe bill. It is 
said a bill to appropriate $50,000 for the 
pnrpote will be introdaced. 

9he friends of the Andito^ are well 
pleased with the decision as it is a com- 
'plete vindication of his cour-e. ^ 

Governor Brown and friends also seem 
to be pleased, as it agrees with his con- 
fltmction on the final passage of a bill 
•8 intended by the Ckmatitution, and thus 
do both sides claim some glory out of it. 

An Enquirer specinl from Frankfort 
says: "The Election bill was passed in 
the same way and la therefore in the 
same boat with the World's Fair bill. This 
will make the late election in this State 
noil and void if the qaestion is raised by 
•ny one, and all the Circuit Judges, Com- 
monwealth's Attorneys and other officers 
will bo out in the cold, and Judge Holt, 
the Republican ('iiiof Justice of the State, 
will also liolil over. It is said, tlionjjh, 
that as a matter of public policy, the 
Election bill would not be declared to 
have been nncoastitationally passed, even 
if the question was raised." 

Quite a number of other important 
bills that have been enacted by this Leg- 
islature were passed in the same manner 
as the World's Fair appropriation. It )« 
now proposed to introduce validating 
acts to cure these defect iTc billp.but it is 
a question whether this will remedy the 
trouble. Among the defective bills are 
the local option and judicial redistricting 
laws. The city of Covington has floated 
bonds under one of these defective bills. 

The World's Fair Ckimmissioners have 
already expended at least $8,000, which 
they borrowed from banks, believing the 
law to be valid, and there is no way to 
reimbnrse them. An act to that efTect by 
the Lc^'islature is forbidden by the Con- 
stitution, and the Auditoi says he 
wonld not honor it.
